THE DOCTRINE OF EMPIRE. 

Commenting on the Prince of Wales’s speech 
yesterday, T'Ae T'imea, in a leading article to- 
day, says:—Ideals, greatly embodied, have a 
unique fascination for ardent minds. Beyond 
doubt, the reality of the beliefs, the sense of 
loyalty, and the conviction of duty which inspire 
the peoples of the Empire have captivated the 
imagination of the Prince. Upon the right of 
the Dominions he insists with @rdour. He begs 
that they should be more vividly realised in 
Great Britain. But he rises to an even more 
lofty conception, seeing the whole Empire as 
entrusted with a duty to humanity. That duty, 
if the British peoples are to be true to their 
greatness, the Empire will not desire to 
evade. “ A year has passed since the armistice, 
and in many parts of the world millions of 
people are still torn by conflict, haggard with 
want, and almost broken by despair. I am 
certain that there never was a time when the 
world looked so anxiously to Great Britain for 
an example of confidence and eteadiness. I 
am certain, too, that the restoration of peace 
and happiness in the whole world depends more 
largely upon that example than upon anything 
else.”’ That word of warning was needed. 
Weariness after long effort, reaction, the sense 
of great loss in precious lives, doubts of the 
future—-all these combine to dull the senee of 
international duty in this country No man 
more than the Prince of Wales “is entitled to 
rebuke this faltering. The Prince begine to 
tread with quiet confidence the path that his 
father, and. indeed, hie mother, too, have 
trodden. 


SIR JOSEPH BYRNE. 

There is a persistent rumour in official circles 
in Dublin, says The Times, that the Irish 
Government have taken measures, at all events 
temporarily, to suspend Brigadicr-General Sir 
Joseph A. Byrne, K.B.E., ©.B., Inspector.

SCHOOL TEACHER 
MURDERED. 
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SHOT DEAD NEAR KINSALE. 


BODY LIES ALL NIGHT ON 
THE ROAD. 


Another shocking crime is reported from the 
County Cork. Our Cork Correspondent, tele- 
phoning last night, stated that late on Wednes- 
day night, Mr. Michael! Blanchfield, a national 
school teacher, was shot dead near the village 
of Nohoval, some miles from the town of 
Kinsale. 

Mr. Blanchfield, who was aged about 45 years, 
and a native of Kilkenny, was the teacher of 
a school at Rennies. He had been to see one 
of his pupils, who was dying, and, after re- 
maining with him for some time, started off 
to return to his home. 

At about ten minutes past eleven, when he 
had reached a point not more than 30 yards 
from his house, two shots were fired at him, 
both taking deadly effect. The shots were ap- 
parently discharged from a double-barrelled 
gun, at a range of less than 30 yards. The 
first shot riddled his back in the region of the 
left lung, and the second inflicted wounds on 
the top of the head and neck and the left side 
of the face. 

As indicating the state of terror in which the 
district exists, although the sound of the shots 
must have been heard by many people in the 
village, no one ventured out of doors to go to 
the help of the unfortunate man, with the 
result that the body lay on the road all night, 
and it was not till ten o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing that it was removed by the police to the 
deceased's man home, where it now lies await- 
ing the inquest, which will be held at 11 o'clock 
to~<day.

My Lorp,—lIn April, 1914, I was appointed a 
Justice for the Borough of Sligo, and in June, 
1916, I wes appointed for the County of Sligo. 
At that time the attitude of England towards 
Ireland dimmed the vision of many Irishmen, 
but since then the times have changed, and | 
have changed with the times. Early this year 
the duly elected representatives of the Irish 
people established a Republic for the protection 
of the peonle’s rights and the promotion of the 
people 's welfare, and this Republican Govern- 
ment is, In my opinion, the only constitutional 
and lawful State authority in Ireland to-day.

No undertaking has been given by the 
Government on the subject, and rightly so, for 
the simple reason that we cannot contemplate 
that the United States of America would decline 
to honour the signature of its great representa- 
tive in Paris, and, therefore, it would be a mis- 
take to disouss the subject on a supposition of 
that kind. I have no reason to believe that 
the United States of America will not agree to 
that Treaty. I will only say this. I agree with 
my right hon, friend that for Great Britain 
alone to undertake that task wou'd be a very 
serious obligation. It would be in many re- 
spects a new departure. Since the days when 
we had a Continental frontier—as far as Bel- 
gium was concerned, we were one out of, I 
think, three who had guaranteed neutrality— 
this would be, I think, the first tíme we should 
be called unon to guarantee protection standing 
alone. All this will be taken into account when 
we come to consider the final decision we shall 
arrive at. My right hon, friend has 
a perfect right to ask that: if the 
Government were ever brought face to 
face with a decision of that kind 
they should inform the House of Commons and 
give it an opportunity, if anybody wants to 
challenge our decision, to do so before we 
irretrievably commit the country to that 
course. [ do not think that at the present 
moment I can be asked to go into that, and 
I think it would be undesirable to discuss it 
beyond that®at the present stage. 

THE RUSSIAN PROBLEM. 

Now I come to the much more difficult pro- 
blem of Russia—a frightful moraes, I agree. 
There was complete agreement, as I said in my 
reply on Monday last, on the policy to be 
pursued there. There was a complete agree- 
ment as to the policy which ie known as non- 
intervention. I declared here, in the House of 
Commons—and my right hon. friend, the 
Secretary of State for War, had already said 
so-that we proposed to send assistance valued 
at 15 millions to the armies that are fighting 
there against Bolshevism. Beyond that we 
cannot do a great deal. That is the position, 
too, of France. France hal undertaken some- 
thing, but she did not propose to undertake 
any further responsibility in this matter.. That 
is the attitude of Italy, and, as far as America 
and Japan are concerned, they were not repre- 
sented at the Conference ‘by plenipotentiaries, 
and it would bé unfair for me to state their 
views. They are only concerned with a part 
of the problem. They are concerned with the 
part which deals with Siberia. and, therefore, 
[ have no doubt that discussions are goin: on 
between the American and the Japanew Co- 
vernments as to what is to be done there in 
the event of the Bolshevik armies making very 
much further progress towards the East. But. 
[ do not understand that any final agreement 
has been arrived at between them at present. 
My right hon. friend has complained that I 
have said that if the Bolshevisie wanted to 
make peate they ought to make peace with tle 
people whom they are making war against, 
That seems to be common-sense. My nght 
hon. friend savs—Will the Government con- 
sider any suggestion of peace with Russia until 
Denikin and Koltchak are destroyed?’ Well, 
who is Russia? (Cheers.) There is no one 
really to epeak for Ruesia. If the Bolsheviks 
want to sreak for Russia they can do so by 
summoning a National Assembly freely elected 
by the Russian peasants and workmen. That 
Assembly can aneak on behalf of Russia, At any 
rate, it would be Russia, and woul:l be something 
you could. make peace with. You hare only 
got. to look at the map of Russia. You have 
only go; small armies there of about 200,000 
men, who have not merely got to defend 1,300 
to 1,500 miles of front, but to control thousands 
of square miles behind, with a population some- 
times indifferent, and sometimes hostile. Under 
these ‘conditions there is no Russia you can 
make peace with. Thore is nothing better to be 
done than what, with complete concord, 
has been done. That is a dismal prosnect, but 
there is nothing more dismal than the realisa- 
tion that always comes when you do not reeog- 
nise facts And the fact is that the Soviet 
Government no more rpresenta tha vast multi- 
tudes of Russia than any warring factions do, 
and. therefore, there is no basia for peace at 
present. We must keep a vigilant watch on 
the situation. When Russia emerges from the 
darkness, and when there is some sort of. firm 
and steady Government with whom you can 
negotiate, i; is the dutv of the Allies, in the 
interest of the world and of civilisation, to take 
the first real opportunity there is to make peace. 
But it has not yet arrived, I regret. That is 
the judgment of all the Allied deputies who 
disousced the matter last week in Downing 
street. 


THE AUSTRIAN DIFFICULTY. 
| come now to the question of Austria, which 
presents another difficulty, of a very serious 
character. A very large sum of money was 
allocated to the relief of distress in Europe. 
Cur contribution was 12) millions. We have 
within the last few days aent coal to Vienna. 
The Italiane are sending quite a substantial con- 
tribution in the way of grain from Trieste. 
But | agree with my noble frien] that that 
is merely soup-kitchen fare. All you can do 
is just to alleviate and investigate suffering. I 
am not sure that you get rid of the hunger. 
lt is too emall. and I agree that we should set 
them on their fect, to work their own way. But 
it is cssy to say that. How is it to be done? 
This country cannot undertake the whole task of 
setting a world which has been shattered on its 
feet again. (Hear hear.) We are asked to 
help here, and help thereto help Armenia, the 
starving Viennese, to help in Poland—because 
to-day we have the same sort of appeal from 
Poland. There is no part of the world from 
which there is not an <apneal, and 
they naturally look to England, which has 
always shown iis readiness to respond to every 
appeal made by suffering humanity. (Hear, 
hear.) But we cannot do it. We can only carry 
burdens which are equal to our strength. 1 do 
not say that we must always remain on the 
bank, but we must see that we do not go be- 
yond our depth. I do not see for the moment 
what can be done for Austria and Gentra! 
ee unless America comes frankly in with 
us. For what does it mean? Every obligation 
we incur is an obligation which puts us deeper 
into the mire. Every obligation of this kind is 
in respeot of something which has to be pur- 
chased im another country. You have to pur- 
chase your grain or raw material and other 
commodities in some other land, and to pay with 
depreciated currency, which becomes further de- 
preciated by incurring this obligation. We must 
bear that in mind. 
A SHUDDERING PICTURE. 
My noble friends gave a rather shuddering 
picture of what. might happen. I will not say it 
was a nightmare. I wish it were. Ruasic in 
an indescribable condition, and ftl.at is a gigantic 
eontinent in itself; Central Europe with. the 
inch of famine; .Germany, unable, so far, to 
ift herself to stand erect. With the conditions 
of Ceniral Europe and Exstern Eu , gigantic 
tracts of Asia, Northern han. hi the 
Baltic Provinces—it is vital that this country 
be firm and sound. It ie vital thet this ccun- 
try should recover its strength, and throw off 
the exhaustion and strain of war, and the blood- 
letting thut five years of war have inflicted tipou 
it. Tt is essential that this country should re 
cover ite strength, not for the 45 millions of 
England, or even for the whole Umpire, bat be 
cause of (the whole future of  eivili- 
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pre “to take lier share in this 
civilisation in these reno and historic lands. 
But until America declared, or it became clear 
that she would not declare, herself prepared to 
take her share, ‘any attempt to precipitate a 
decision would have led to misunderstandings 
with America, and would have caused a great 
deal of suspicion. We considered a good’ 
go ' vital 
the way 
Turkey, inereased burdens upon ourselves, and 
possibly of revolt, it was worth while 
for the sake of that good understanding not te 
precipitate a decision which we were prepared 
at any moment to take. That ia the reason 
why we could not make a peace earlier. We 
are in a better nosition now, to this extent. We 
are now entitled to say—" We have waited up 
to the very limit. we promised, and beyond.” 


AMERICA’S POSITION UNPROMISING. 
I do not know what the decision of America 
will be, but it does not look promising. If we 
felt confident that America was coming in, it 
might be worth while waiting another month, 
or even two'or three months, Therefore, we 
consider now, that without any disrespect to any 
of our colleagues at the Peace Conference, and 
without in the least wishing to deprive the 
United States'of America of sharing. in the 
honour of the guardianshin over these Christian 
communities, we are entitled to nroceed to make 
peace with Turkey, and we propose to do it at 
the earliest possible moment. (Cheers.) We 
have had some preliminary discussions’ on the 
question, and they were very promising. Ther 
will be renewed partly in this country, and 
partly, probably, in France, in the course of the 
next few days, and I hope that it will be Posy 
sible to submit to Turkey terms of peace a 
an early date, (Cheers.) 

| THE ARMENIANS. 
Questions have been put to me on the subject 
of the Chakiman Christians, who with a num- 
ber of Armenians, numbering between 50,009 
and 53,000, have been placed in refuge camps 
under British guardianship. Up» to the present 
2) millions have been expended upon these 
very interesting communities. I emphasise 
what Lord Curzon said in the House of Lords 
last night, that as far as the Government are 
concerned we shall enter into the Conference 
with a view to doing all that is in our power to 
enforce the pledges that we gave to the House 
of Commons and the country during the pro- 
gress of the war. 

THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 
With reference to the League of Nations, I 
regret that Lord Robert Cecil should have cast 
doubts upon the sincerity of the Government. 
I do not think it does any good. I know the 
sincerity of the noble lord, and 1 can assure 
him that he can believe that, not merely are 
the ‘Government sincere.on the subject, but 
they have done everything that a sincere Go- 
vernment cold do in order to carry out every 
obligation with regard to the League of 
Nations when the Treaty of Peace came up for 
discussion. If we had not been sincere in this 
matter we would not have chosen the repre- 
sentatives on the Committee that drafted the 
League of Nations, whom we did. We chose 
two revresentatives who were enthusiastic and 
zealous—Lord Robert Cecil and General Smuts— 
and we gave them a nerfectly free hand, They 
placed the League of Nations in the fore- 
front of the neace, and we agreed to that, and 
we supported the whole of their recommendations. 
There were some of us who believed that that 
was not the best way of doing it, but that our 
object would have been attained if it had been 
dene tentatively, rather than written. We 
deferred to the views of our representatives, 
and it was incorporated in the Treaty. We can 
take no further steps at the present moment, 
The Secretary is an able official from the 
Foreign Office. Let me speak very frankly. The 
difficulties do not come from Great Bfitain— 
they come from the country which took the 
leading ‘part in forming it, and it is unfair to 
suggest that they came from this country, which 
has done everything needful to earry it into 
operation. I do not doubt America, but if she 
comes in on conditions which would not be ap- 
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cult to remain at the same board under different 
conditions—-ove nation free and untrammelied, 
and the other nation with its hands tied behind 
ita back. We want a League of equal Nations, 
and without presuming in the least to say any- 
thing about what America is likely to do, the 
League of Nations is so vital to the peace of 
troubled Europe that the Government are con- 
vinced that this country, at any rate, must go 
on, (Cheers-) 
THE HORRORS OF WAR. 

What would happen if we had another war 
baffles imagination. Discoveries made at the 
end of the war, if they had been used, would 
huve produced indescribable horrors—-discoveries 
by ourselves, by the French, and by the Ger- 
Another year or two would have pro- 
duced consequences which have only been de 
scribed in the works of fiction—like the remark- 
able works of Mr. Wells, after years of ponder- 
ing and thinking and inventing, if we have an- 
other war, with new terrors that no man ever 
thought of at the beginning- -if we are going to 
have a repetition of that, civilisation may well 
be erased, and this world be driven back; not to 
the Middle Ages or the Dark Agés, but to some- 
thing that the world has never conceived of in 
its most imaginative moments. It is vital to the 
world that there should be a thoroughly civilised 
means of preventing this barbarism. An ex- 
amination of the estimates will show thap we 
have carefully considered this question, but until 
the League has been founded and firmly eatab- 
lished. until we know that the nations of the 
world contribute to the. work of the League, 
including America, we must make our own coun- 
iry secure.- (Cheers.) If Britain is insecure, 
peace is insecure. If Britain is insecure, liberty 
ic insecure, If Britain is insécure, civilisation is 
insecure. The League must be on a foundetion 
of security, and when we enter it wo can then 
talk as a country that has always thrown its 
influence on the side of liberty and 
civilisation. The. League must be pro- 
ceeded with, and made a reality.’ Refer- 
ence has been made to possibilities of perils 
in front of this country in trade and finance 
of the perils of an, insecure Europe. This 
country displayed qualities during the war that 
surprised ite own sons—qualities of endurance, 
qualities of resource, and in spite of everything 
that has been said from week to week and from 
month to month, I can see this great country 
recovering strength and recovering power. 
(Cheers.) . Thiy year it may, have a deficiency 
in ite trade, but even during the last month 
figures show that next year there will be a sur- 
plus. This is a country which once it has made 
up ite mind to pursue & certain course will do 
it. (Cheers.) Its common-sense, Ma wisdom, its 
native sagacity, its energy, has now again to 
assert itself, and | ventare to say that never 
was there a time in the history of the world 
when this strain wae more needed for human 
rogress.. (Loud cheers.)

Andrew Charles, F.R.C.8.) stated that the hosp oy 
purely by its work, was carving a place for arr" 
among other hospitals which were in far mo ; 
favourable circumstances. The enormous wo 
in the number of sufferers who had come trom 
far and near to the institution seeking relief was 
a practical demonstration of the public ing 
tion of the work done by it. The number 0 
patients in the intern and extern departs á 
greatly increased. There were 15,176 out-paticn 
in 1919, as against 14,565 in 1918, and 15,846 
in 1917. In the Finsen Light Department, the 
number treated was 8,942, as against 6.521 and 
5 316 in 1918 and 1917, respectively. In 1919, 
the in-patients numbered 3575, the figures for 1918 
and 1917 being 257 and 225, respectively Since 
ihe opening of the hospital, in 1911, the total 
number of attendances was 92,598. Owing to 
limited accommodation, a large number of urgent 
cases had to he refused admission. For many 
vears the medical staff had been working under 
reat disadvantages, and earnestly urged the ex- 
tension of the premises to twice their present si7e, 
Referring to the treatment of cancer cases, the 
report remarked that the staff had diligently de. 
voted themselves to research work to find out the 
real cause, and the means of preventing the 
malady. Though ignorant of the fundamental 
causes of the disease, many of the predisposing 
canees were known, and that knowledge had often 
enabled them to adopt preventive mearures. ! 

Mr. George Birney, in. moving the adoption 
of both reports, said that the hospital was 
deserving of the highest commendation and 
best support of the public.

The State of Europe. 


Yesterday the House of Commons dis- 
cussed foreign affairs. A succession of 
members criticised the policy of the 
Government very severely. Candour was 
demanded in regard to Russia, the 
Adriatic, the League of Nations, Turkey, 
and the agreement between Great 
Britain and France. Sir Donald Maclean 
challenged the Government to lay all 
its cards on the table and raise the 
blinds.

The Dairying Commission.

_ DISCRETION. - 

Despite, says TAe Times, hie earnest desire 
for greater. frankness, greater candour, and 
the bestowal of more information upon the 
House of Commons and the public, the Prime 
Minister last night conquered his inclinations, | 
and paid full homage to the vittues of reticence 
and discretion.

This must have been the more disappointing 
to those who do not know his way, because he 
assured them that there were’ many questions 
on which he could enlighten them.

It threw its beams on 
many questions, as ho promised, but the ray 
was generally fiiful, feeble, and uncertain. On 
one most important matter it did, indeed, 
throw light, but, then, this was a matter on 
which light was hardly needed, We all knew 
that, whatever our associates may do, this 
country intends to adhere to the League of 
Nations. Now we have the Prime Minister's 
word for it. The Government is convinced, 
he tells, us, that it is vital to the peace of 
Europe, and that England, at any rate, must 
go on with it, 


THE DOCTRINE OF EMPIRE. 

Commenting on the Prince of Wales's speech 
yesterday, 7'Ae T'imes, in a leading article to- 
day, says:—Ideals, greatly embodied, have a 
umique fascination for ardent minds. Beyond 
doubt,, the reality of the beliefs, the sense of 
loyalty, and the conviction of duty which inspire 
the peoples of the Empire have captivated the 
imagination of the Prince. Upon the right of 
the Dominions he insists with @rdour. He begs 
that they should be more vividly realised in 
Great Britein. But he rises to an even more 
lofty conception, seeing the whole Empire as 
entrusted with a duty to humanity. That duty, 
if the British peoples are to be true to their 
greatness, the Empire will not desire to 
evade. ‘A year has passed since the armistice, 
and in many parts of the world millions of 
people are still torn by conflict, haggard with 
want, and almost broken by despair. I am 
certain that there never was time when the 
world looked eo anxiously to Great Britain for 
an example of confidence and steadiness. 1! 
am certain, too, that the restoration of peace 
and happiness in the whole world depends more 
largely upon that cxample than upon anything 
else.”’ That word of warning was needed. 
Weariness after long effort, reaction, the sense 
of great logs in precious lives, doubts of the 
future--all these combine to dull the senee of 
international duty in this country. No man 
more than the Prince of Wales “is entitled to 
rebuke this faltering. The Prince begins to 
tread with quiet confidence the path that his 
father, and, indeed, hie mother, too, have 
trodden.

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SCHOOL ‘TEACHER 
MURDERED. 
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SHOT DEAD NEAR KINSALE. 
——- 
BODY LIES ALL NIGHT ON 


THE ROAD, 
Another shocking crime is reported from the 
County Cork. Our Cork Correspondent, tele- 
phoning last night, stated that late on Wednes- 
day night, Mr. Michae] Blanchfield, a national 
school teacher, was shot dead near the village 
of Nohoval, some miles from the town of 
Kinsale. 
Mr. Blanchfield, who was aged about 45 years, 
and a native of Kilkenny, was the teacher of 
a school at Rennies. He had been to sce one 
of his pupils, who was dying, and, after re- 
maining with him for some time, started off 
to return to his home. 
At about ten minutes past eleven, when he 
had reached a point not more than 30 yards 
from his house, two «hots were fired at him, 
both taking deadly effect. The shots were ap- 
parently discharged from a doutle-barrelled 
gun, at a range of less than 30 yards. The 
first shot riddled his back in the region of the 
left lung, and the second inflicted wounds on 
the top of the head and neck and the left side 
of the face. 
As indicating the state of terror in which the 
district, exists, although the sound of the shots 
must. have been heard by many people in the 
village, no one ventured out of doors to go to 
the help of the unfortunate man, with the 
result that the body lay on the road all night, 
and it was not till ten o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing that it was removed by the police to the 
deceased’s man home, where it now lies await- 
ing the inquest, which will be held at 11 o'clock 
to~day. 
No motive has been assigned for this foul 
crime, Mr. Blanchfield being very popular in 
the district.

All this will be taken into account when 
we come to consider the final decision we shall 
arrive at. My right hon. friend has 
a perfect right to ask that if the 
Government were ever brought face to 
face with a decision of thet kind 
they should inform the House of Commons and 
give it an opportunity, if anybody wants to 
challenge our decision, to do so before we 
irretrievably commit the country to that 
course. [ do not think that at the present 
moment I can be asked to go into that, and 
[ think it would be undesirable to discuss if 
beyond that®at the present stage. 


THE RUSSIAN PROBLEM. 

Now I come to the much more difficult pro- 
blem of Russia—a frightful morees, I agree. 
There was complete agreement, as I said in my 
reply om Monday last, on the policy to be 
pursued there. There was a complete agree- 
ment as to the policy which is known as non- 
intervention. I declared here, in the House of 
Commons—and my right hen. friend, the 
Secretary of State for War, had already eaid 
eo--that we proposed to send assistance valued 
at 15 millions to the armies that are fighting 
there against Bolshevi«m. Beyond that we 
cannot do a great deal. That ia the position, 
too, of France. France has undertaken séme- 
thing, but she did not propose to undertake 
any further responsibijity in this matter. That 
is the attitude of Italy, and, as far as America 
and Japan are concerned, they were not repre- 
sented at the Conference by plenipotentiaries, 
and it would be ‘unfair for me to state their 
views. They are only concerned with a part 
of the problem. They are concerned with the 
part which deals with Siberia, and, therefore, 
[ have no doubt that discussions are going on 
between the American and the Japanew o- 
vernments us to what is to be done there in 
the event of the Bolshevik armies making very 
much further progress towards the East. But 
I do not understand that any final agreement 
has been arrived at between them at present. 
My right hon. friend has complained that I 
have said that if the Bolshevists wanted to 
make peace they ought to make peace with tLe 
people whom they are making war against, 
That seems to be common-sense, My . right 
bow, friend sayvs—Will the Government con- 
sider any suggestion of peace with Russia uatil 
Denikin and Koltchak are destroyed? Well, 
who is Russia? (Cheers.) There is no one 
really to epeak for Russia. If the Bolsheviks 
want to sreak for Russia they can do ao by 
summoning a National Assembly freely elected 
by the Russian peasants and workmen. That 
Assembly can aneak on behalf of Russia. At any 
rate, it would be Rassia, and woul: be something 
you could make peace with. You have only 
got. to look at the map of Russia. You have 
only got small armies there of about 200,000 
men, who have not merely got to defend 1,300 
to 1,500 miles of front, but to control thousands 
of square miles behind, with a population some. 
times indifferent, and sometimes hostile. Under 
these conditions there is no Russia you can 
make peace with. There is nothing better to be 
done than what, with complete concord, 
has been done. That is a dismal prospect, but 
there is nothing more dismal than the realisa- 
tion that always comes when you do not reeog- 
nise facta. And the fact is that the Soviet 
Government .no more rpresents tho vast multi- 
tudes of Russia than any warring factions do, 
and. therefore, there is no ‘basis for peace at 
present. We must keep a vigilant waich on 
the situation. When Russia emerges from the 
darkness, and when there is some sort of. firm 
and steady Government with whom you can 
negotiate, i; is the duty of the Allies, in the 
interest of the world and of civilisation, to take 
the first real opportunity there is to make peage. 
Buí it has not yet arrived, [ regret. That ís 
the judgment of all the Allied deputies who 
discussed the matter last week in Downing 
street. 


THE AUSTRIAN DIFFICULTY. 

| come now t the question of Austria, which 
presents another difficulty of a very serious 
character. A very large sum of money was 
allocated to the relief of distress in Kurope. 
(Cur contribution was 12) millions. We have 
within the last few days sent coal to Vienna. 
The Italiane are sending quite a substantial con- 
tribution in the way of grain from Trieste. 
But | agree with my noble frien] that that 
is merely soup-kitchen fare. All you can do 
is just to alleviate and investigate suffering. I 
am not sure that you get rid of the hunger. 
It is too emall. and I agree that we should set 
them on their fect, to work their own way. But 
it is <asy to say that. How is it to be done? 
Thia eountry cannot undertake the whole task of 
setting a world which has been shattered on its 
feet again. (Hear hear.) We are asked to 
help’ here, and help there—to help Armenie, the 
starving Viennese, to help in Poland—~because 
to-day we have the same sort of appeal from 
Poland, There is no part of the world fiom 
which there is not an apoeal anc 
they naturally look to England, which has 
always shown iis readiness to respond to every 
appeal made by suffering humanity, (Hear, 
hear.) But we cannot do it. We can only carry 
burdens which are equal to our strength. I do 
not say that we must always remain on the 
bank, but we must see that we do not go be- 
yond our depth. I do not see for the moment 
what can be done for Austria and Central 
Europe unless America comes frankly in with 
us. For what does it mean? Every obligation 
we ineur is an obligation which puis us deeper 
into the mire. Every obligation of this kind is 
in respeot of something which has to be pur- 
chased in another country. You have to pur- 
chase your grain or raw material and other 
commodities in some other land, and to pay with 
depreciated currency, which becomes further de- 
preciated by incurring this obligation. We must 

bear that in mind. i 
A SHUDDERING PICTURE. 
My noble friends gave a rather shuddering 
picture of what might happen. I will not say it 
was a nightmare. I wish it were. Ruasic in 
an indescribable condition, and that is a gigantic 
pontinent in itself; Central Europe with the 
peer of famine; .Germany, unable, so far, to 
ift herself to stand erect. With the conditions 
of Cen.ral Europe and Eastern Europe, gigantic 
tracts of Asia, Northern Europe, Pol , the 
Baltic Provinces—it is vital that this country 
be firm and sound. It is vital that this e..n-
